EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the essential 
difference from the prior art is using a plurality of variables selected from a plurality of 
controlled vehicle associated operating parameters comprising vehicle speed, ambient light level, 
vehicle turn rate, lane tracking, vehicle pitch, vehicle yaw, geographic location and road type. 
Since multiple variables — as opposed to one variable — are selected from multiple controlled 
vehicle operating parameters, the examiner construes the claimed plurality of variables to include 
at least each of vehicle speed, ambient light level, vehicle turn rate, lane tracking, vehicle pitch, 
vehicle yaw, geographic location and road type. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
